MODERN DRAMA AND OPERA 


We shall issue volume 2 of this series of Reading 
lists and Bibliographies probably in March next. 
It will have an introduction by Dr. Archibald Hender- 
son, the well-known author, who also contributes 
three of the bibliographies. Mr. F. K. Walter of 
the New York State Library has been indefatigable 
in bringing down to date those Reading Lists which 
appeared in the Drama portion of the first volume of 
Modern Drama and Opera, while Miss Edna Sander- 
son has provided new and up-to-date lists on the 
three opera composers. Mr. J. Howard Dice com- 
piles the five new opera lists. There will be thirteen 
bibliographies of Dramatists in this volume, eight of 
opera composers, besides the bringing down to date 
of the ten dramatists covered in the publication of 
1911, which will now be called vol. 1. The addition 
of a short biographical sketch of each author will 
prove very useful. The price will not be less than

RICHARDSON, E.C. Biblical Libraries. A sketch 
of library history from 3400 B.C. to A.D. 150. 

We have already had volumes from Dr. Richardson 
on ‘‘Medieval Libraries,” and ‘Some Old Egyptian 
Librarians”; the present volume follows the author’s 
“The Beginning of Libraries,” and taking up library 
history where that volume left us, carries us over 
into the beginning of the Christian Era. Enumera- 
tion of the chapter headings will give an idea of the 
scope of the book: The Babylonian Period; the 
Patriarchal Period; The Egyptian Period; The 
Exodus; Palestine at the Conquest; Period of the 
Judges; The Persian Period; The Greek Period; New 
Testament times in Palestine; Roman Libraries in 
Apostolic Times; Post-apostolical Roman Library 
buildings; The Bible itself a Library.

CHIPMAN, CHARLES PHILLIPS. Booksand Libra- 
ries, their makers and their use. This little primer has 
been issued by the librarian of Colby College for the 
use of students. It is intended as a starting point 
for the study at first hand of the arrangement and 
use of the college library. A series of little essays, 
easily understood, it is grouped in three parts. Part 
one, comprising about two-thirds of the book, covers 
the origin of printing and the development of the 
modern book from the early tablets and rolls. Part 
two shows how library books may be intelligently 
used, and describes Reference books, Periodicals and 
Documents. Part three, entitled, The Student’s 
Library, covers ‘“‘The reading habit, The choice of 
books, Buying books.”

A memorial 
bibliography, edited by Arthur E. Bostwick. This 
beautifully printed little paper cover booklet has been 
issued by the St. Louis Public Library. The frontis- 
piece is a fine photogravure of Mr. Crunden, and 
there is a facsimile letter of his to Melvil Dewey. 
The text is a series of tributes to his memory, followed 
by “An annotated list of Mr. Crunden’s addresses 
and papers,” covering 1879 to 1906 as the period in 
which he wrote. An index completes the book.

MAGAZINE NOTES. 


The New Republic, ‘‘a journal of opinion’’ has 
appeared, vol. 1, no. 1, being dated Nov. 7, 1914. 
It is a weekly, of quarto size, printed in an easily 
read type, and, judged by its early issues, must be 
welcomed as an ably edited and forceful weekly. 
We are sorry that the editor has apparently forgotten 
that a journal of weight will be of more than transient 
value. May_he receive sufficient protests from 
librarians at paging each number separately to induce 
him to page the numbers of the volume so it can be 
readily iened. We shudder at the possibility that 
perhaps he thinks indexes no longer a part of a 
periodical of to-day. We can live without one in 
Cosmopolitan, but Edinburgh Review is setting a 
bad example to all by omitting it. 

Social Hygiene, a quarterly published by the 
American Social Hygiene Association is a new periodi- 
cal covering a very live subject, public health and 
morality. Vol. 1, no. 1 is dated Dec., 1914. 

Blast, quarterly, London. This new quarto quar- 
terly, of which we have seen number one (dated 
June 20, 1914) is one of the most spectacular periodi- 
cals ever issued. The name, printed in 3-inch black 
letters diagonally across the pink cover, proclaims 
the decadent or ultra cubistic tendency, which within 
is carried to almost insane extremes. In bill-board 
type that he who rides may read are lists of persons, 
countries and things which the editor, Wyndham 
Lewis, wishes to “blast”? or curse, or bless. The 
illustrations and text combine to make the thing a 
“freak.” 

John Lane is the agent. Price 2 shillings 6 pence. 
We hoped the war would kill it, but we learn another 
issue is projected for the Spring. 

New England Magazine. In our last issue we re- 
ported that June was the last issue, so far. We were 
in error; our subscription copy stopped coming, as 
did many another’s. July-August (double number) 
September, October, November, 1914 have now been 
issued. (November came December 30.) The July- 
August (v. 51, no. 6) issue is called August inside the 
cover and a skip of 50 pages (201-249) is made 
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evidently in expectation of a separate July issue (51, 
no. 5) which was abandoned. 

Title and index of volume 51 is to be wired in as 
a part of September issue (52, no. 1) when the unsold 
newsstand copies come back, evidently, and so sub- 
scribers will (sometime?) get theirs, without the pub- 
lisher having to print too large an edition. Astute 
chap, that is, if our surmise is correct! 

Massachusetis Magazine. Supposedly dead, this 
quarterly has surprised its subscribers by appearing 
again. On Janu 1 we received an issue called 
Oct., 1914, (vol. 7, no. 4), the previous number being 
vol. 5, no. 2-4, (April—Oct., 1912). The intention is 
to issue the intermediate numbers soon, though they 
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are not yet quite ready. Perhaps it’s the climate that 
ails our New Seatent periodicals. 

Library Chat must be dead. In October last the 

ublisher wrote us ‘Library Chat is not yet dead, 

ut has been unconscious for several months and 
we are very much afraid it is breathing its last." We 
should worry! 

Legal Bibliography will probably soon be resumed. 

Readers’ Guide to periodical literature Supplement, 
Nov., 1914, issue, covering February to November, 
was issued early in December. It includes for the 
first time English Review and Spectator, two timely 
English periodicals. The Reader’s Guide Supplement 
now includes 8 English periodicals, and 59 American. 


BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES OF LIBRARIANS AND BIBLIOGRAPHERS 


Vv. 


REUBEN ALDRIDGE GUILD, 1822-1899 
BY HARRY LYMAN KOOPMAN 


One of the best beloved figures of the past 
among American librarians toward the close 
of the nineteenth century was Dr. Reuben 
A. Guild, the author of the ‘“Librarian’s 
manual,” and for fifty-two years connected 
with Brown University as its librarian or 
librarian-emeritus. 

Reuben Aldridge Guild, son of Reuben 
and Olive Morse Guild, was born in West 
Dedham, Mass., May 4, 1822. After having 
enjoyed the advantages of excellent public 
and private schools, he began his preparation 
for college at Day’s Academy, Wrentham, 
and continued it at the institution now 
known as the Worcester Academy, teaching 
during a part of the year. Heentered Brown 
University in 1848, and was graduated four 
years later. During his college course he 
took charge of one of the society libraries, 
and when, in the fall after his graduation, 
he became the assistant of Prof. Charles 
C. Jewett, then librarian of Brown Univer- 
sity, afterwards of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion and of the Boston Public Library, he 
was in some measure prepared for the duties 
he assumed. The following spring Professor 
Jewett was called to Washington, and his 
assistant succeeded to his office. 

At the time when Dr. Guild became 
librarian, the library contained 20,000 vol- 
umes, and was stored in Manning Hall. In 


1878 the new library of the university, the 
bequest of John Carter Brown, was formally 
opened with appropriate public services. 
This building, a fire-proof edifice, con- 
structed and arranged after Dr. Guild’s own 
ideals, embodied the best that was then 
known in library architecture. It was built 
to allow the students free access to the 
shelves, for Dr. Guild was a pioneer in the 
open-shelf movement for college libraries. 
At the time of its removal, the collection 
had increased to 48,000 volumes, and the 
rearrangement of the books, the classifica- 
tion and the cataloging showed the result of 
the librarian’s 30 years’ experience. At 
his retirement the number of books under 
his care had increased to 80,000. This was 
in 1893, when, in recognition of his long 
and devoted service, he was made librarian- 
emeritus. 

Dr. Guild’s conception of the duties of 
a librarian was a generous one. The routine 
work necessarily imposed on the head of 
a library who has only a single assistant, 
work performed so cheerfully that only 
those in a position to observe could know 
how much he accomplished, did not so fill 
his time as to prevent his forming lasting 
friendships with the students on the basis 
of mutual sympathy and ready helpfulness. 
He became the centre of a constantly widen- 
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ing circle of influence affecting the young 
men of two generations, and to a man of his 
genial, affectionate nature, such regard as 
the alumni of the college showed for him on 
the annual return of commencement was 
one of the greatest pleasures of his life. 

Dr. Guild’s services to his profession 
were many and great. He was present at 
the first convention of librarians, held in 
New York, in 1853, and his ‘“Librarian’s 
manual’ was the only practical outcome 
of that meeting. He was one of the founders 
of the present American Library Association, 
and was a secretary of the first conference 
at Philadelphia in 1876. He was a frequent 
attendant upon the later conferences, at 
which his geniality won him many friends. 
In 1895, upon retiring from active member- 
ship in the association, he was made an 
honorary member. In 1877, he was one of 
the party of twenty-one American librarians 
who went to England to attend the first 
general convention of English librarians. 

As a writer, Dr. Guild is best remembered 
at Brown University for his history of the 
formative period of the institution; but 
his chief contribution to the literature of 
his profession was his “‘Librarian’s manual.” 
This was published in New York by Charles 
B. Norton in 1858. It is a very handsome 
quarto of 304 pages, with some text illus- 
trations, and is printed in antique fashion, 
with long s’s and ligatured ct’s. It consists 
of two parts, a treatise on bibliography, 
and sketches of public libraries at home and 
abroad. Ten large-paper copies also were 
printed. Besides this he published a large 
number of books and essays in periodicals, 
mostly in the department of history, par- 
ticularly the “Life, times, and correspon- 
dence of James Manning and the early his- 
tory of Brown University,” 1864; the ‘‘His- 
tory of Brown University with illustrative 
documents,” 1867; and the “Early history 
of Brown University, 1756-1791,” 1897. 

He wrote also an “Account of the writings 
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of Roger Williams,’’ 1862; a ‘Biographical 
introduction to the writings of Roger Wil- 
liams,’’ 1866; “Footprints of Roger Wil- 
liams,’’ 1886; and he edited ‘The Letter 
of John Cotton and Roger Williams’ reply,” 
1866; and Roger Williams’ ‘Queries of 
highest consideration,’’ 1867. In addition 
to these he wrote “Chaplain Smith and the 
Baptists; or Life, journals, letters, and 
addresses of Rev. Hezekiah Smith, D.D.,’’ 
1885; and he edited Staples’ ‘‘Rhode Island 
in the Continental Congress,” 1870. These 
comprise only the more important pro- 
ductions of a pen that was hardly ever idle. 

Dr. Guild’s services were not confined 
to the university, but he held important 
offices in the city government, being for 
seven years a member of the common council, 
and for fifteen years a member of the school 
committee, and he served also as president, 
secretary, or treasurer of various religious, 
educational, and philanthropic organiza- 
tions. He was chairman of the committee 
of relief for the families of volunteers, 
through which about $400,000 was disbursed 
during the civil war, and he wrote the ‘‘Final 
report of the committee,’ 1866. He was 
an active member of the Baptist denomina- 
tion, and devoted to the cause of religion 
the effective service of his voice and pen 
almost to the day of his death. 

The degree of LL.D. was conferred upon 
him by Shurtleff College in 1874. He was 
a member of the American Antiquarian 
Society and of several other historical associa- 
tions, and an honorary member of the 
L. A. U. K. 

He married, in 1849, Jane Clifford, daugh- 
ter of Deacon Samuel Hunt, of Providence, 
who still survives him. Six children were 
born to them, of whom four, three daughters 
and one son, are still living. He died in 
Providence, May 13, 1899. The accompany- 
ing portrait was engraved from a photo- 
graph taken in 1872, when he was fifty years 
old.

LIBRARY ACCOUNTING AT LYNN, MASS. 


The Lynn (Mass.) Public Library has 
used for many years a system of accounting 
which has proved so satisfactory in every way 
that we give a description of it here for 
the benefit of other libraries. The system 
was instituted by Mr. John C. Houghton, 
who for twenty-seven years was librarian. 
It has been approved and recommended 
by the State accountants who annually 
inspect the city’s financial accounts. 

The daily receipts for fines, lost books, etc., 
are kept under their respective headings, 
on dated slips, by the desk attendants. 
These slips, signed by the attendant in 
charge, are turned over next day to the 
librarian’s office and the summarized amounts 
entered in the day book. Each week all 
receipts are turned over to the City Treas- 
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Supplies 


urer who gives a receipt for the same. At 
the end of each month, the weekly totals 
for fines, and all other receipts for the month, 
itemized, are entered in the ledger with 
the payments to the Treasurer to balance 
accounts, and at the end of the year, a 
summary under separate headings is entered 
to show entire receipts for the year. 

All petty cash purchases are made by 
the librarian, who renders a bill each month 
to the city. Regular book-keeping accounts 
are kept with all dealers from whom large 
consignments of books on approval are 
received. The fund accounts are kept 
under the name of each donor. 

For keeping the accounts within the city 
appropriation, two sheets (Library account 
and Building account) 17 inches wide, by

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16 inches long, are tabulated showing in 
detail expenditures for various purposes. 
(See fig. 1.) These sheets are ruled in red 
into 14 columns of dollars and cents, with 
a space 334 inches wide at the left side 
where the dates of the monthly meetings 
of the board are given. In the columns 
opposite are shown expenditures for the 
month. Sheet 1 shows:— Books, periodicals, 
binding, printing, supplies, stationery, ex- 
press, postage, sundries, insurance, salaries, 
extra help, — total by month. Under these 
headings are entered the separate bills, 
and at the end of the month (e.g. January), 
the total expense for each of the divisions 
is given, and a line ruled across the sheet. 
Then follows a similar tabulation for the 
next month (Feb.), each column being 
footed to give the total for two months, and 
at the extreme right under total by month 
appear the entries showing all money spent 
for that month. 

Sheet 2 in exactly the same way shows 
the building account, the columns being 
headed :— Janitor’s salary (monthly entry), 
extra help (weekly entry), supplies, gas and 
electricity, fuel, building and grounds, 
express, telephone, — total by month. 
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Thus all amounts expended show under 
classified headings. All bills are made 
in duplicate, one monthly set with a sum- 
mary sheet (see fig. 2) containing all the 
statistics for the month is placed before 
the trustees for approval, and afterward 
the bills, with the regular city manifest in 
duplicate, are sent to the city treasurer. 
The duplicate set of bills, with the statis- 
tical sheets, is filed for reference at the 
library. 

The Summary sheet on its left hand 
side has a line for each of the following 
records, each line beginning with the words 
“Number of volumes” : — Delivered for home 
use, delivered for reference, daily average, 
sent for by mail, sent for by messenger, etc, 
worn out, withdrawn, lost and paid for, 
bound, purchased, presented, added by 
exchange, etc. 

This sheet concludes with lines for number 
of magazines from reading rooms, number 
of pamphlets added, number of new book- 
takers, Library was open... . days. 

On the back of this summary sheet are 
cash book rulings, Dr. and Cr.

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USEFUL HINTS FOR LIBRARIANS. 


Inexpensive Newspaper Filing Cases. 

The Queens Borough Public Library has made 
newspaper filing cases from the regular cellular folding 
paper boxes, 24 x 24x 13 inches. These are prac- 
tically two covers with collapsible sides. The sides 
have been fastened to the bottom cover all round 
and to the top cover, on three sides with McGill 
fasteners. The fourth side of the box was made into 
a drop front by cutting down each edge to the top 
of the bottom cover, and hinged by cutting through 
parallel with the top edge of bottom cover and 
pasting on a strip of vellum de luxe, which was also 
used to bind the edges of the drop front. The 
front of the top cover was hinged in the same way, 
so it is only necessary to lift it up and the front 
falls down. As the top never has to be lifted, shelf 
space is saved, and the box never has to be moved, 
a saving in wear.

Shelves for tall thin books. 

In children’s rooms there are always many tall, 
thin picture books which are continually falling down 
and rapidly wearing out. A carpenter can easily 
place thin partitions between the shelves five inches 
apart which will easily maintain order and save wear 
and tear on the books.

The State Normal School, Milwaukee, Wis., has begun 
the issue of a series of lists on thick paper 6 x 34% 
inches. These are entitled ‘Interesting books for 
teachers.’’ Number 1 is ‘‘Stories and story telling.” 
Number 2 (a 4-page list), ‘‘Picture study,”’ giving in 
addition to books a list of dealers. 


Parking Space for Automobiles. 

In the plans for the new library building now being 
erected at Waltham, Mass., it may be of interest that 
parking space for automobiles is provided in the 
rear of the building. Our city ordinance forbids 
leaving automobiles standing on the streets very 
long, — a rule doubtless in force in most other cities. 
Further, the library lot faces three streets, rendering 
easy this plan for parking space. Since the magazine 
and reference departments have windows facing the 
auto space, it will be easy for readers who wish to 
stay in the library for any length of time to keep an 
eye on their cars just outside, should they feel that 
they were unsafe. O. C. Davis, Librarian.

The Cleveland Public Library uses a special book 
dummy for books for which reserve postal orders are 
filed. It is pine board cut 54%x7 inches, and % 
inches thick. Erasible paper is tacked to edge with 
brass headed tacks, permitting use repeatedly for 
different titles.

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THE IRRITATION OF THE LOOSE TITLE PAGE AND INDEX. 
By Frederick W. Faxon 


Until the early nineties nearly all pub- 
lishers of periodicals considered it neces- 
sary, as a part of their magazines, to supply 
a title page and index when each volume was 
completed, and to attach these to the final 
issue, or at least to shut them into the 
number. It was the custom in_ those 
days for publishers to offer for sale bound 
volumes of their periodicals, a practice 
which presupposes a demand by the public 
for such books. Then as the cheaper peri- 
odicals entered the field and our population 
moved from houses to apartments, the de- 
mand for bound volumes of popular maga- 
zines, ceased, the call for publishers cases 
in which to bind them ceased, the random 
reading of many periodicals took the place 
of the practice of habitual reading of a few 
standard magazines and private owners 
no longer kept up the files, or bound them. 

Public libraries are now almost the only 
subscribers binding popular periodicals for 
reference use. Publishers finding that few 
of their readers made any use of the title 
and index began one after the other to 
omit these from the magazines and to 
print a comparatively small number for 
such subscribers as requested them, a prac- 
tice which sooner or later leads to the 
premature exhaustion of the supply. Many 


librarians have tried to induce the magazine 
publishers to send these loose indexes to all 
library subscribers without a special request 
each time, but no such rule seems likely to 
be made; we do not know of even one instance 
where this is now done. 


Many binders have 


made it a practice to request a supply of 
indexes, so as to be ready to bind when the 
numbers are received. A sort of wholesale 
demand thus springing up, which more 
quickly exhausts the available edition, 
thereby causing additional annoyance to 
subscribers. 

A title page and a brief two or three- 
page index or contents, once in six months, 
would surely not offend those readers who 
do not need it, and such a four-page insert 
put in place of four pages of text, the weight 
of the magazine would not be increased in 
the mails, the index would always be at 
hand when a volume was to be bound, or 
used, and the publishers would save not 
only the expense of four pages of printed 
matter, but also the cost of wrapping and 
stamping the indexes, which, when separate, 
have not the privilege of the second-class 
one cent a pound rate. Suppose 3,000 
libraries ask for a title and index; the 
expense of postage and wrapping on two 
indexes a year will be upwards of $70.00, 
to which under the present practice must be 
added the printing. We have submitted 
this plan to several publishers and have re- 
ceived such replies as: ‘The editor of the 
department which comes at the end of our 
magazine is constantly asking for extra 
pages, and surely would not submit to four 
pages being taken away from him.” “The 
advertising page next reading matter brings 
us many dollars more than other pages, 
and this revenue would be lost were the 
index inserted.” “The four pages of text 
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omitted once ‘or twice a year might, if pres- 
sent, sell many hundred more numbers of 
the magazine.”’ It is not necessary to have 
the index follow the text, nor need the 
department at the end be made to suffer the 
total loss of space. But the magazines 
won't see the serious readers’ or the libra- 
rians’ point of view, and we must make the 
best of things as they are. The Boston 
Book Company has issued a little sixteen- 
page pamphlet ‘Periodicals which supply 
title and index only on request,” compiled 
by Miss G. P. Hill of the New York Public 
Library. This will serve as a help. Some 
libraries have specially printed request post- 
cards which need only the filling in of name 
of magazine (see Bulletin of Bibliography, 
Jan., 1914, vol. 8, page 5). If the request 
is not made promptly there is danger of the 
supply of indexes being exhausted, while in 
many cases the index is not ready immedi- 
ately on the completion of the volume, and 
so one or two requests go unheeded, or 
bring replies that the index will be sent 
when ready. But often it does not come, 
and usually, when copies for several sub- 
scriptions are solicited, one only will be 
received, and frequently this one being sent 
without card-board, arrives too crumpled 
or torn to be of use. 

The Enoch Pratt Library of Baltimore, 
a subscriber to sixteen copies of Current 
Opinion, writes us that application was 
made for titles and indexes to vol. 55 (July— 
Dec., 1913) on Jan. 25, Mar. 9, May 6, 
May 21, June 24, Aug. 12 and Oct. 7, 1914. 
Five copies had been received on May 6, 
and on Oct. 22 when eleven copies were 
still due, a card was received from the pub- 
lishers stating that the ‘‘supply is entirely 
out of stock.”” We submitted this com- 
plaint to the circulation manager, who 
writes us that after an exhaustive inquiry 
he finds a record of only three complaints 
from the library in question, and states that 
indexes were mailed each time complaint 
was made. He is “at loss to know why 
they were not properly received.” As to 
the early exhausting of the supply, he states 
that many bulk orders from binders were 
received, twenty-five copies being the favor- 
ite demand. He sends us for proof three 
cards from one binder asking for 25, and 25 
and 50 copies after having received 25 when 
the index was first issued. To this address 
he sent 45 copies in all, a seemingly liberal 
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supply it would seem, though not all asked 
for. He concludes his letter to us as follows: 
“It has been a good thing to have this 
correspondence with you, because it has 
resulted in largely increasing our orders for 
indexes, and will assure all requests in the 
future being filled. We would like to see 
you take this matter up for discussion in 
the Bulletin of Bibliography. We believe 
that publishers, generally, would prefer that 
subscribers, particularly libraries, request 
their indexes to be sent direct to them and 
they themselves supply them to the binders.” 

We have written to the bindery which 
had the supply and asked if we could buy 
any copies, and have a reply that sufficient 
copies for their actual binding orders in 
hand were not received. The International 
Studio within the past year has run short 
of titles and indexes to vols. 47 and 51, a 
serious loss, as the indexes to this valuable 
art periodical are very well done, and cover 
the volumes much more minutely than the 
general periodical indexes, which refer only 
to the principal articles. 

Another form of irritation appears in the 
following announcement which we have re- 
ceived at least three times since July 1, in 
response to our requests for a title and 
index to National Geographic Magazine for 
volume 25, Jan.—June, 1914. 

“T would inform you that this index has not yet 

been published. It has not yet been definitely de- 
cided whether this index will be published now or 
at the end of the year, owing to the fact that many of 
our members would rather wait until all twelve issues 
have been received and have both volumes bound at 
the same time.” 
We had taken some measure of credit to 
ourselves, because after our repeated re- 
quests, this publisher decided to make two 
volumes instead of one a year. One book 
with twelve numbers was impossible to use 
without a derrick. Now, though the change 
has been made, libraries are held up six or 
seven months in the binding of one of their 
most useful magazines. 

In Public Libraries for October last (p. 340) 
under the heading ‘British Ways,” is a 
letter from an “American librarian,”’ giving 
the rather curt reply made to his request to 
an English publisher for a title and index 
to a volume for which his library had paid. 
He was told that “in common with many 
of your fellow-countrymen . . . you appear 
to be laboring under the delusion that we 
supply the ... gratis. Such is not the 
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case.’ (Why does Public Libraries omit 
the name? Such information ought to be 
given.) Last month Cosmopolitan, Hearst's 
Magazine, and Good Housekeeping each 
issued a mimeographed reply to our re- 
quests reading as follows: 

“We are in receipt of your order for . . . copies 
of the Index for volume... of ... magazine. 
Inasmuch as the free distribution of the indexes in 
past has not brought in any income, direct or indirect, 
to offset the relatively heavy expense of producing 
them, we now have a fixed charge of 15c. a copy to 
cover cost of compiling, manufacturing and distri- 
buting. We shall be glad indeed to send you the 
index you request upon receipt of your remittance.” 

Thus “American Librarian’”’ will see that 
that even some of his home periodicals fol- 
low British ways. We wrote to the pub- 
lisher of the three magazines named above 
for a statement of his position, and he writes 
as follows: 

“Your letter has come to hand. Your under- 
standing that we will not issue any further titles and 
indexes is correct. This applies to all the publica- 
tions listed at the head of this letter-sheet [Cosmo- 
politan, Good Housekeeping, Hearst's, Harper's 
Bazar, Motor Boating, Motor}. 

“‘Please understand that no indexes whatever will 
be prepared and therefore neither subscribers nor 
the trade will be supplied with them. We give below 
a list of the indexes we now have on hand, and which 
we can supply at the moment of writing [Dec. 23, 
1914]. Wecan give no guarantee, however, how long 
the supply will last, and therefore it is a question in 
our minds as to whether or not it will be worth while 
publishing this information. These indexes, while 
they last, can be supplied at the rate of 15c. per copy. 
Cosmopolitan, vols. 50 to 57 inclusive; Good House- 
keeping, vols. 53 to 55, 57 to 59; Hearst’s Magazine, 
vols. 22 to 26. 

Luckily librarians will not be especially 
bothered by this new decision, except in 
the case of Good Housekeeping which seems 
to us too good a periodical not to be indexed. 
We give these facts to indicate the tendency 
with popular periodicals, first to issue in- 
dexes loose in small editions, free for the 
asking while they lasted, and now to charge 
for them, or to give up the issue as an 
unnecessary expense. The English Review 
for Dec., 1912, printed a form of order on 
the top of one of the advertising pages, the 
receipt of which blank by the publisher

would entitle to a copy of the title and index 
of vol. 12. This seemed a fine plan, and 
would eliminate all unjust demands, such 
as binders’ requests for copies in advance of 
actual need. We sent two of the blanks 
back within four months of the date of issue, 
only to receive word that the supply of 
titles and indexes had been exhausted. Alas! 


Photo-Miniature writes us: 


“The apparently total lack of appreciation or 
demand for the title pages and indexes has caused 
us todiscontinue supplying these. A useless expense.”’ 
Vol. 6 is the last provided with an index. 

The Boston Book Company, as a special 
collector of periodicals in order to make up 
sets for libraries, will endeavor to keep its 
list of ‘periodicals issuing titles and indexes 
only on request’’ up to date and to supple- 
ment it with a list of ‘‘periodicals which 
issue no title and index.” 

The irritation will still remain, and the 
problem will still be with us for all future 
time, as only two solutions are possible, 
the inclusion of the title and index as a part 
of some issue of the periodical, or its total 
abolition. It is a much larger question 
than whether the library or the binder 
should ask for it, for future demands for 
back files for libraries require the use of 
second-hand issues, as many numbers soon 
are out of print. Nearly any odd number 
may sooner or later be found second-hand, 
but once a title and index is out of print, 
all hope of ever securing it vanishes, unless 
it was originally sent out as a part of some 
issue of the periodical. We discover sorrow- 
fully that the age of serious magazine read- 
ing and the consequent preservation of con- 
secutive files of periodicals outside of pub- 
lic libraries and universities has passed. 
The available supply for future library 
wants must come therefore from the title- 
less and indexless files of owners who bought 
and read the latest issue for amusement, 
and who never knew that a magazine was 
supposed to make up into volumes, who 
would not recognize a title page if perchance 
they met one.
